n 1843 the Society issued its first annuity. Since 
ese time annuity agreements have been issued 


to thousands of friends who 
have secured for themselves 
a guaranteed income for life 
while enjoying the satisfaction 
of helping to give the Bible 
to all mankind. For many of 
the Society’s friends the an- 
nuity will continue to be the 
ideal plan for making this 
type of gift. 

Within the past quarter of 
a century a new tax pattern 
has been established in our 
national economy. ‘The in- 
creased tax burden has been 
felt by every citizen, but par- 
ticularly by those in the 
upper-income _ brackets.

Bible Day. The November 1918 issue of the Bible 
Society Record, however, gives December eighth as 
Universal Bible Sunday and speaks of a growing 
practice to celebrate the second Sunday in Advent as 
Bible Sunday thus giving thanks for the writtenWord 
prior to our praise for the Word Incarnate. 
For the past fourteen years this day has been the 
high point of the Worldwide Bible Reading program 
initiated by the American Bible Society.

T WAS nearly two weeks before Christmas and a 
colporteur of the Japan Bible Society was trudging 
ough the newly fallen snow on a country road 
ading to the City of Asahigawa.

one of the restaurants advertised a special Christmas 
dinner, intended to appeal primarily to the foreign 
population. ‘he general public, however, went about 
its business without knowing or caring that this was 
a day of unusual significance, that it was a day of 
good tidings. 

To make Christmas known to the nearly 20 million 
people in Thailand is one of the tasks of the Bible 
Society. A special Christmas Portion in the Thai 
language was published last year, and the churches 
were encouraged to undertake widespread distribu- 
tion of this Book that tells of the birth of Christ 
the King. Young people were recruited for special 
distribution campaigns 
and went out from 
Bangkok during their va- 
cation with glad news for 
their people: “‘Unto you 
is» born . this day vt-. fa 
Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord:’* 

If ‘Thailand is ever to 
know of the joy that is 
ours at Christmas time 
because of the Saviour’s 
birth, it will do so because 
we have been faithful in 
providing the people with 
the good tidings contained 
in the New ‘Testament.

EAR the end of the seventh century A.D. in Eng- 
land a peasant named Caedmon lived at the 
Abbey of Whitby. Too shy to join his companions in 
the fellowship of song around the dinner table, he 
went one evening to the stables to take care of the 
animals. 
While he tended the animals, he heard a voice, 
**Caedmon, sing something to me.” 
“What shall I sing?” he asked, and the answer 
came, “Sing of the beginning of created things.” 
Inspired by this experience, Caedmon took cour- 
age and began to turn into verse the history and po- 
etry of the Old Testament, the stories of Jesus and the 
Disciples. As he went from village to village, he sang 
his lines of verses to the accompaniment of the harp. 
Through the personality of this wandering minstrel 
the Word of Life came into the lives of these early 
Anglo-Saxons, as he and other men of God by voice 
and harp (according to the Venerable Bede) 
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‘sought to pull men from their love of wickedness an 


: 


tostir them with love and readiness to do well.” 
This traditional story from the humble 
beginning of the Bible’s early place in dé 
English history was not the first nor the last \\ 
to mark the influence of the Bible on music. 
The Scriptures have furnished the themes for a 
wealth of songs, hymns, oratorios, cantatas and ar 
thems. Turning to the masters at will, we are cor 
scious that they have derived their noblest them« 
from the Bible, and that their greatest work has be 
inspired by Christian faith, hope and love. | 
HE music of the Bible is a subject in itself, chief 
Bp Bata in the Psalms. They exist as a body « 
songs to be sung. They have served the liturgies of t 
Temple of Jerusalem and the synagogues, the ear! 
Christian Church in Greek and Latin, and of eve 
branch of the church universal in every mode 
language into which they have been translated. 
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Each year at Christmas thousands of musicians encircle the globe with this glorious music 


The Psalms, however, were not the sole source of 
™ Christian song. The Apostle Paul wrote the Chris- 
tians at pee and Colossae to teach each 

other ‘‘in psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs.” The hymns were paraphrases of, or 

poems based on, Scripture, and later be- 
came the type of future service music—such as the 
canticles, metrical versions of the Psalms, motets, 
anthems and congregational hymns. For all of these 
the Bible has been the perennial source of inspiration. 

The oratorio, however, is the chief musical form to 
have been shaped by the Bible. One masterpiece, of 
course, stands out above all others—Handel’s 
Messiah. Each year at Christmas thousands of musi- 
cians encircle the globe with the glorious music, and 
millions of listeners hear again the familiar words: 
*For unto us a Child is born... . Glory to God in the 
highest. ... Hallelujah! for the Lord God omnipo- 
tent reigneth.” 
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George Friedrich Handel, born in Germany, 
naturalized citizen of England, composed his master- 
piece in twenty-three days at the age of fifty-six. The 
words are taken bodily from Isaiah, the Gospels and 
Revelation, and the music is inspirational. Handel 
regarded this oratorio more as an expression of his 
own religious experience than as a mere composition. 
He is quoted as having said that ‘‘during the com- 
position of the Hallelujah Chorus, ‘I did think I did 
see all Heaven before me, and the great God Him- 
Sto Vein 

The Messiah is divided into three parts: first, the 
announcement of the hopes for a Saviour, then the 
story of His birth; second, the suffering and cruci- 
fixion; last, confession of faith and belief in the life 
everlasting. 

ANDEL himself conducted The Messiah thirty-four 
times. This was the beginning of the widespread 
and enduring era of choral culture in England, which 
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GLORY TO GOD IN THE HIGHEST (Cont.) 


has centered about Handel’s works. At a presentation 
of The Messiah King George II was so affected by the 
Hallelujah Chorus that he rose to his feet. That mark 
of honor has been the reward of the Hallelujah 
Chorus to this day. 

Handel produced seventeen oratorios on Scriptural 
subjects, among which are Saul, Israel in Egypt, Samson 
and Joseph. Besides his oratorios Handel also wrote 
several hymns and composed a Te Deum, and a Jubilate 
for the Peace of Utrecht. 

Other English composers should not pass by un- 
noticed. Sir Julius Benedict produced S?. Cecilia and 
St. Peter—both oratorios. Sir William Bennett com- 
posed the oratorio The Woman of Samaria. Sir Arthur 
Sullivan, in addition to his light operas, wrote two 
creditable oratorios, The Prodigal Son and The Light of 
the World. Sir Edward Elgar, called the greatest 
writer of oratorios since Bach and Handel, earned 
fame with his Apostles and The Kingdom. 

Likewise, outstanding sacred music has been pro- 
duced by American composers. James C. D. Parker 
wrote the Redemption Hymn for the Handel and Haydn 
festival of 1877. This hymn is favored in -American 
choral societies. Hora Novissima, an oratorio by Hora- 
tio Parker, has long been popular with church choral 
groups. Frederick S. Converse in 1907 produced Job, 
a powerful and dramatic oratorio; and H. Augustine 
Smith has produced religious cantatas and pageants 
which are widely used. 

OME years ago Anton Dvorak was brought to 

America to establish a national school similar to 
the great national conservatories of Europe, where a 
special study is made of native or folk music. This 
great composer came to the conclusion that the only 
national music in America was that of American 
Negroes. He composed the New World Symphony, 
which is based on Negro idioms, to show the possi- 
bilities of the Negro folk music. The influence of the 
Bible on the Negro spirituals is profound. The spirit- 
uals were in reality spontaneous outbursts of religious 
feeling and were the slaves’ own interpretation of 
the Scriptures which were preached at the services 
of prayer and the camp meetings. The spirituals 
used in the religious services often were the out- 
growth of the sermon or Scripture reading of the 
previous meeting and were in most instances a retell- 
ing of the Scripture stories in terms of the Negroes’ 
own understanding and set to tunes of their own 
making. ‘These songs did not really come into being 


q 
as music, but more specifically as expressions of deeds 
done or aspired to as a phase of divine worship. We 
can feel, for example, the pathetic longing for deliver- 
ance in Steal Away and the desire for freedom in the 
song By and By. We might wonder how illiterate folk 
could come to know the Bible so well. The probability 
is that the body servants accompanied their masters 
to divine services and, standing about the doors and 
open windows, heard the messages of the preacher 
and the Scriptures and carried them back to their 
own plantation meetings. 

The Bible has had its influence in our national 
hymns. America by Samuel Francis Smith has the ex- 
pression “Land where my fathers died,’’ which cer- 
tainly bears the influence of Biblical style; and the 
same can be said of the expressions ‘‘our fathers’ God” 
and “protect us by Thy might.” One entire stanza of 
the hymn is cast into the style of the Book of Psalms: 

‘Let music swell the breeze, 
And ring from all the trees 
Sweet freedom’s song: . 
Let mortal tongues awake, 
Let all that breathe partake, 
Let rocks their silence break, 
The sound prolong.” 

Perhaps more important than style is the likeness | 
to the Biblical conception in the Psalms that nature | 
shares in the joy of freedom along with human beings. 
The Star-spangled Banner, by Francis Scott Key, is 
filled with Biblical words and phrases such as “in 
God is our trust,” “‘the gloom of the grave,” “the} 
terror of flight’? and “‘war’s desolation.” 

Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean makes use of Biblical 
terms such as “‘spices,’’ ‘“‘incense’’? and the | 

‘““perfumes as of Eden.” 

In God Save the Flag by Holmes there are Biblical 
allusions to the burning bush in Exodus, to the 
prophets of Baal on Mount Carmel, to Noah’s “a | 
and the rainbow described in Genesis: 

“Burning with star-fire but never consuming, |

[ Mano, a language of Liberia, “avoidance” is a subtle 
process—or to put it in different terms, the word one 
chooses implies much more than English-speakers or 
Greek students usually imagine. In I Timothy 6:20, for 
example, ‘“‘avoid godless chatter’? may be rendered in 
quite different ways, depending upon how one conceives of 
the process of avoiding. One Mano word means “‘to step 
out of the way of something which quite unexpectedly 
rushes toward one” (for example, a truck tearing down the 
road or an elephant charging at one through the bush). 
Another word implies that one already knows about or 
suspects danger and, in order not to be harmed, deliberate- 
ly chooses to go by a different path. Accordingly, what 
does one do with “‘godless chatter?”’ Avoid it by trying to 
dodge it, or circumspectly keep away from people and 
circumstances in which such chatter is likely to be en- 
countered?
